Although I love all of the 
tropical marine 
fish, I have 
particularly 
been fascinated 
by the more 
aggressive 
fishes (e.g. 

Anemonefish, 
damsel fish, 
tangs, and eels), 
i have picked up 
a fascination for 
triggerfish, even 
though they can 
become large, 
extremely mean, 
destructive, and 
even annoying 
at times. 


is threatened, it will dart off with a burst 
of speed, hide, and grunt. 

The personality of a triggerfish 
usually depends on the kind. Pink tail 
triggerfish, which I have, are one of the 
few species of triggerfish that can be 
successfully kept in a reef tank because 
they usually will not eat hard or soft 
corals. Instead, they, will eat 





Someone who w atches a triggerfish in 
a fish store will also become fond of 
them; their body shape is almost like a 
football with their eyes set far back on 
their head, and they swim gracefully, 
undulating the anal and second dorsal 
fin, with the first dorsal fin sometimes 
locked into position. This fin is used to 
fasten a triggerfish into holes so it will

invertebrates. 

Although 
some 
triggerfish 
can be kept in 
a reef tank, it 
is really not 
recommended 
because 
triggerfish 
usually have 
a Jekyll and 
Hyde 
personality. 

That means 
they can be 
very peaceful 
for a few months or even years, then 
suddenly turn evil and kill or eat 
everything in the tank. Clown triggerfish 
and Humu triggerfish usually have this 
kind of personality, and are usually

extremely aggressive anyway. 

Triggerfish are also very 
interesting conversation pieces 
because of their grace, coloration, 
and intelligence. Triggerfish can 
learn a variety of tricks like grunting 
on command, spitting a jet of water 
at the surface, and, in rare cases, 
bobbing half of their body in and out 
of the water. Triggerfish are so 
smart they can even get to learn 
your schedule by recognizing 
the days water changes are 
performed and around what 
times you feed them. My 
triggerfish is so smart that I 
wonder if it thinks it taught me 
some tricks. 

Despite ail of their antics, 
triggerfish are some of the most 
beautiful and desirable fish on 
the market, whether you would 
like to keep one in a tank of its 
own, a fish-only tank, reef 
aquariums, or, with great 
stupidity of the fish keeper, 
community tanks. Just like many 
other fish keepers.

The best choice overall is a casette adapter. 
This type of adapter plugs into your iPod’s 
headphone port, which allows superior sound 
quailty and no loss of signal. My 
recommendation is to buy a casette adapter for 
your musical driving pleasure.
